by  Christmas 


HARTFORD,  CONN.(UPI)-President 
Nixon  announced  Monday  40,000  more 
U.S.  troops  would  be  brought  home  from 
South  Vietnam  by  Christmas,  30,000  more 
than  originally  planned. 

The  President  said  the  accelerated 
withdrawal  pace -part  of  150,000  men  he 
hoped  to  order  home  by  next  May-was 
made  possible  by  the  “Vietnamization” 
program,  the  improved  posture  of  the 
South  Vietnamese  army  and  the 
Cambodian  incursion  during  May  and  June. 

By  Dec.  31,  Nixon  said,  the  American 
troop  level  will  be  344,000— a reduction  of 
205,500  men  since  he  took  office  in 
January  1969. 

The  announcement  came  as  Nixon 
visited  with  newspaper  editors  and 
broadcast  officials  from-merethan  a dozen 
northeastern  sta  President  Nixon’s  goal  of 
reducing  the  number  of  American  troops  in 
Vietnam  to  384,000  has  been  surpassed 
well  in  advance  of  the  Oct.  15  deadline, 
U.S.  headquarters  also  reported  Monday. 

Records  showed  that  155,000  U.S. 
servicemen  have  been  withdrawn  from  the 
war  zone  since  July,  1969,  when  the 
deescalation  process  began.  President 
Nixon,  citing  progress  in  Vietnamization, 
has  promised  a further  reduction  of 
100,000  troops  by  May  1,  1971. 

At  one  time,  there  were  nearly  550,000 
GIs  in  Vietnam. 

As  of  last  Thursday,  an  official  report 
said  Monday,  there  were  384,600 
American  troops  in  Vietnam.  But 
spokesmen  said  there  had  been  more 
withdrawals  since  then  which  put  the 
number  well  below  the  384,000  goal  Nixon 


had  set  for  Oct.  1 5— this  coming  Thursday. 

The  latest  withdrawals  included  final 
elements  of  the  U.S.  army's  199th  light 
infantry  brigade,  parts  of  two  battalions  of 
the  7th  marine  regiment,  a marine  artillery 
battalion  and  the  2nd  squadron  of  the  1st 
cavalry,  a U.S.  army  mechanized  unit. 

Headquarters  said  some  of  the  men  in 
the  units  were  reassigned  within  Vietnam  if 
they  still  had  a major  portion  of  their  duty 
tours  to  serve. 

Progress  in  Vietnamization  coincided 
with  a report  that  communist  military 
activity  in  the  Vietnam’s  111  corps 
region-the  area  which  includes 
Saigon-was  at  the  lowest  level  since  the 
end  of  the  U.S.  offensive  into  Cambodia  on 
June  30. 

Military  sources  reported  no  indication 
of  any  communist  buildup  along  the 
border  area. 

Nixon’s  announcement  came  a day  after 
Secretary  of  Defense  Melvin  R.  Laird  said 
on  national  television  the  first  goal  of 
withdrawing  50,000  U.S.  servicemen  by 
Oct.  15  had  been  completed  ahead  of 
schedule.  He  said  actually  52,000  had  been 
withdrawn. 

White  House  press  secretary  Ronald  L. 
Ziegler  said  the  original  withdrawal  plan 
called  for  only  another  10,000  men  to  be 
withdrawn  by  Christmas.  That  schedule 
had  never  been  previously  announced. 

“The  continued  progress  of  the 
Vietnamization  program  has  made  possible 
an  acceleration  (in  the)  rate  of  withdrawal 
within  the  over-all  schedule  announced 
previously,”  Nixon  said.

Of  late  I’ve  been  reading  a 
great  deal  about  the  Mormon 
church,  the  theology  of  the 
Mormon  religion,  and  I’ve 
seen  the  difficult  position 
that  Brigham  Young 
University  has  been  put  in. 

It  also  appears  to  me  that 
we,  as  black  people,  have 
again  allowed  others  to 
involve  us  in  criticism  of  an 
individual’s  religion. 


It  is  my  understanding  that 
a black  man  is  denied  the 
priesthood  in  the  Mormon 
church.  By  this  denial,  it’s  an 
impossibility  for  us  to  rise  to 
any  position  of  leadership  in 
the  church.

It  isn ’t  my  obligation  to  sit 
in  judgment , and  I don’t 
consider  myself  an  authprity 
in  God’s  business,  of  which 
churches  are.  I feel  strongly, 
however,  that  if  the  Mormon 
church  has  created  an 
injustice  toward  their 
fellow  man,  in  God’s  sight;  if 
they’ve  done  wrong.  I’m

BYU  AND  THE  BLACK 


Editor: 

Although  the  team  of  student 
investigators  has  long  since  returned  to 
the  U.  of  Arizona  and  despite  the 
exchange  of  views  which  has  since 
appeared  in  your  letters  column,  it  still 
behooves  us  to  ponder  our  appraisal. 

We  were  exonerated  on  the  first  of 
two  counts  — that  of  outright 
prejudice— yet  found  wanting  on  the 
second  — and  that  of  a general 
disorientation  if  not  indifference 
toward  the  blacks. 

I for  one  do  not  wish  to  dispute  that 
appraisal.  It  strikes  me  in  fact  as 
terribly  accurate.  Nor  have  we  cause 
for  satisfaction  because  we  have  not,  in 
the  aggregate,  been  judged  "racist." 

The  implication  nevertheless  remains 
that  we  are  somehow  DIFFERENT 
from  other  student  bodies,  somehow 
LESS  RESPONSIVE  than  other 
predominately  white  groups  to  the 
plight  of  this  long-abused  but  now 
increasingly  vocal  and  militant 
minority. 

I would  like  to  dispute  that 
particular  assumption.  It  seems  to  me 
that  the  investigators  and  perhaps  we 
ourselves  have  overlooked  a very 
important  consideration:  in 
commenting  on  our  lack  of  awareness 
or  orientation  the  team  was  in  essence 
evaluating  our  individual  backgrounds, 
i.e.  the  extent  to  which  each  of  us  has 
or  has  not  come  face  to  face  with 
blacks  in  the  past  and  cultivated  their 
association.  Had  the  team  conducted 
their  interview  at  any  other  institution 
in  the  state  their  findings  could  well  be 
said  to  reflect  a certain  provincialism 
characteristic  of  the  area  as  such.  The 
large  majority  of  those  at  BYU, 
however,  (65.8  per  cent  last  spring)  are 
NOT  NATIVE  UTAHNS. 

To  the  extent  therefore  that  our 
student  body  was  found  attitudinally 
limited  in  scope  or  apathetic,  this  can 
only  be  an  indictment  of  the  greater 
white  America,  Europe,  et  al  where  the 
majority  of  them  have  their  homes  and 
neighborhoods  and  have  lived  the 
greater  part  of  their  lives.  This 
indictment,  which  doubtless  holds, 
does  not  however  implicate  BYU  or 
the  LDS  Church,  as  such.  Had  it 
pertained  to  the  charge  of  prejudice  as 
opposed  to  that  of  background  or 
degree  of  involvement,  the  cause  could 
more  easily  be  construed  to  stem  from 
our  students'  particular  value  system 
(the  teachings  of  The  Church). 

By  the  same  reasoning,  however, 
because  we  were  not  found  to  be 
discriminating  and  since  this  cannot  be 
said  of  too  many  other  mostly  white 
groups  of  our  size  and  amalgamation,  it 
would  almost  appear  as  if  the  influence 
of  the  Church  has,  indeed,  tended  to 
create  an  exceptionally  less  prejudiced 
body  of  people.  I would  like  to  believe 
as  much  but  will  not  insist  this  is  so. 

My  intent  is  only  to  suggest  that, 
perhaps  inadvertently,  the  Arizona 
team  — to  the  extent  they  are 
right— have  cleared  us  of  any  special 


taint  or  inadequacy  whatsoever.  What 
they  found  inadequate  pertains  to  our 
total  society,  not  to  us  alone,  and  it 
will  serve  no  useful  end  for  others 
henceforth  to  single  us  out  as  their 
own  private  scapegoat.  They  should 
look  to  themselves.  And  so  should  we. 
In  fact,  our  relationship  to  the  Church 
should  have  brought  us  all  much  closer 
to  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  than 
somehow  it  has.  This  is  our  own 
human  failing.  We  should  have  shown 
greater  concern  before  now  and  shown 
it  in  other  ways  than  with  our  money. 
But  so  should  have  those  non-LDS 
neighbors  in  the  isolated  suburbs  where 
the  majority,  apain,  of  our  students 
spent  last  summer  and  the  summer 
before  that  and  all  their  public  school 
years. 

No  one  is  guiltless.

What  am  I supposed  to  say  to  the  U 
of  A statement  clearing  BYU  of  racism 
"because  of  its  relationship  with  the 
LDS  Church."  That's  a two  edged 
sword.  If  I agree  with  the  statement 
that  the  BYU  is  not  racist,  I am  at  the 
same  time  implicating  The  Church.  If 
I disagree  with  the  statement  I 
implicate  the  school. 

Some  people  seem  summarily 
concerned  that  the  BYU  or  that  the 
LDS  Church  might  be  in  some  way 
racist  but  I haven't  heard  anyone  yet 
express  concern  that  God  might  be 
racist.  After  all.  He  is  the  one  who 
made  some  of  us  black.  I haven't  heard 
of  any  protestors  carrying  signs  up  to 
the  gates  of  heaven  saying  "Enter  here 
and  support  Racism."  Nor  have  I even 
heard  of  a single  fact-finding 
committee  being  sent  to  Him  to  decide 
whether  or  not  He  is  "good"  enough  to 
let  any  of  our  football  teams  go  to  His 
campus. 

Now  the  LDS  people  don't  like  the 
bigots  in  their  own  church  any  more 
than  anyone  else  likes  them,  but  they 
are  tolerant  enough  of  those 
individuals'  rights  to  be  what  they 
wanT  that  they  don't  excommunicate 
most  of  them  with  the  hope  that  they 
will  "grow  up"  in  the  faith. 

But  bigots  aren't  the  question;  they 
exist  everywhere  and  UA  doesn't  send 
fact-finding  committees  to  every 
school  they  play  to  determine  whether 
they  are  racist  or  not.  The  question  is 
about  the  LDS  Church  doctrine  on  the 
blacks  and  the  Priesthood. 

Further,  it  is  not  the  right  of  the 
people  themselves,  according  to  the 
LDS  belief,  to  decide  on  the  Negro 
doctrine.  Their  belief  causes  them  to 
accept  the  commandments  of  God 
even  if  it  means  having  to  hang  on  the 
cross  for  it.  Therefore,  before  we  start 
setting  up  the  crosses,  let  us  consider; 
if  the  doctrine  is  NOT  of  God,  it 
cannot  last;  if  it  IS  of  God,  we  who 
fight  against  it  cannot  win.

Church.  In  fact  the  majority  of  the 
costs  per  student  is  supplied  by  The 
Church.  The  University  exists  for  the 
purpose  of  serving  The  Church.  For  the 
University  to  give  a microphone  to 
people  who's  ideas  are  diametrically 
opposed  to  The  Church  or  who  hold  its 
beliefs  in  contempt  would  be  no  more 
or  rfo  less  than  to  give  aid  to  The 
Church's  enemies. 

To  have  petitions  circulated  and  then 
the  administration  capitulate  to  these 
petitions  would  be  in  essence  a 
surrender  of  the  University  to  the 
whims  of  the  majority,  if  a majority 
would  support  your  wishes,  and  one 
more  step  in  the  direction  of  mob  rule, 
such  a situation  would  be  opposed  to 
the  statement  that  "My  house  is  a 
house  of  order." 

If  one  wishes  to  hear  the  harangue  of 
collectivists,  Marxists,  seditionists,  or 
those  advocating  immorality,  it  is 
possible  to  do  so  at  many  other 
universities.  There  are  plenty  to  choose 
from. 

In  regard  to  the  comments  on  dress 
standards,  it  must  be  remembered  that 
attendance  at  BYU  is  a privilege  and 
not  a right.  A statement  like  this  was 
made  in  the  letter  written  by  President 
Wilkinson  to  the  parents  and  may  be 
found  in  other  University  publications. 
The  Church  is  paying  for  most  of  our 
education  here,  and  we  are  obliged  to 
follow  its  standards. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  we  are 
not  being  commanded  in  all  things  but 
in  just  a few.  For  example,  we  are  not 
told  the  color  of  clothing  we  are  to 
wear,  nor  are  we  told  to  all  wear  the 
same  clothing.  We  are  merely  given 
standards  to  give  the  student  body  a 
"clean  cut"  appearance  and  other  rules 
are  for  modesty  or  sanitation. 

Again,  there  are  a countless  number 
of  colleges  where  one  may  dress  as  one 
likes,  many  within  the  state  of 
California. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  those 
edicts  come  from  the  general 
authorities,  who  operate  on  divine 
inspiration.

Senate  says  6 no 9 
to  school  choice 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
Senate  Monday  crushed  a 
Southern  attempt  to  give  parents 
the  constitutional  right  to  decide, 
under  the  controversial  “freedom 
of  choice”  concept,  which  schools 
their  children  attend. 

On  a 57-17  roll  call  vote,  it 
rejected  a rider,  attached  to  a 
proposed  constitutional 
amendment  barring  sex 
discrimination,  that  would  have 
granted  states  the  “absolute  right” 


'Purse  stealing  increases 


to  run  their  own  schools  under  a 
freedom  of  choice  system. 

The  system  was  defined  in  the 
rider  as  one  in  which  “students 
are  granted  the  freedom  to  attend 
public  schools  and  classes  chosen 
by  their  respective  parents  . . .” 

The  only  votes  favoring  the  plan 
came  from  deep  south  senators, 
who  complained  bitterly  that  the 
government  maintains  a “double 
standard”  on  segregated  schools 
by  forbidding  them  in  the  South 
while  letting  them  flourish  in  the 
North. 

“We’re  simply  asking  for  equal 
rights  for  school  children  as  well 
as  equal  rights  for  women,”  said 
Sen.  James  B.  Allen,  D-Ala.,  a 
sponsor  of  the  rider.

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Court  reviews  pornography  law 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
'feme  Court  today  granted 


review  of  a post  office  department 
criminal  statute  making  it  a 
federal  offense  to  mail  obscene 
material. 

The  Court  will  schedule 
arguments  on  the  case  and  hand 
down  a written  opinion.  A U.S. 
District  Judge  in  Los  Angeles  last 
June  8,  dismissed  an  indictment, 


holding  the  law  was 
unconstitutional.  The  post  office 
won  60  indictments  under  the  law 
in  1969. 

The  High  Court  also  agreed 
today  to  decide  the 
constitutionality  of  a federal  law 
that  prohibits  importation  of 
obscene  material.
